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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending November 16 
was up 6 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 15 per 
cent from the corresponding period in 1945, but for the 
first 10 months of the year was 5 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 2 per 
cent in October from September but were 22 per cent above 
October, 1945, and for the first 10 months of the year were 
8 per cent above last year. 

Income Payments were up 4 per cent in October from 
September, 11 per cent from October, 1945, and 1 per cent 
for the first 10 months of the year as compared with last 
year. Salaries and wages income was unchanged in Octo- 
ber from September but was 6 per cent above October, 
1945. 

Industrial Production was up 1 per cent in October from 
September, 13 per cent from October, 1945, but for the 
first 10 months of the year was 20 per cent below the 
same period last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 7 per cent in October 
from September, 14 per cent from October, 1945, but for 
the first 10 months of the year was down 2 per cent from 
last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 10 per cent in Oc- 
tober from September, 43 per cent from October, 1945, 
but for the first 10 months of the year was 6 per cent 
below last year. 

Steel Production was up 3 per cent in October from

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities dropped fractionally in 
October from September but were 27 per cent above Oc- 
tober, 1945, and for the first 10 months of the year were 
7 per cent above last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 97 per cent in October from 
September, 39 per cent from October, 1945, and for the 
first 10 months of the year were 14 per cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was up fractionally in Oc- 
tober from September and 19 per cent from October, 1945, 
but for the first 10 months of the year was down 10 per 
cent from the same period last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 16 per cent in Oc- 
tober from September, 101 per cent from October, 1945, 
and 3 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. 

Sales of independent retailers were up 11 per cent in 
October from September, 25 per cent from October, 1945, 
and 21 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. De- 
partment store sales were up 15 per cent in October from 
September, 22 per cent from October, 1945, and 26 per 
cent for the first 10 months of the year. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ sales were up 20 per cent in Octo- 
ber from September, 4 per cent from October, 1945, and 
11 per cent for the first 10 months of the year. 

Passenger Car Registrations as reported by 39 counties 
were up 24 per cent in October from September, new truck 
(Continued on Page 8) 


War and Postwar Annual Wages in Ohio, 
World Wars | and Il 


Significant variations occurred in the relative increase 
in the annual earnings of employees in various major in- 
dustry groups during both World Wars I and II. These 
great dispersions in the relative increases can be explained, 
in part, by the fact that employees in some industries were 
in a more strategic position with reference to bargaining 
power because of the more urgent need for their products 
relative to the need for some of the products of other 
industries in the effective prosecution of the war, and be- 
cause of better opportunity for and representation in 
collective bargaining. 

World War I Period (1915-1918) 

Average annual earnings of employees in the automo- 
bile industry increased from $793 to $1,184, an increase 
of about 49 per cent, In total manufacturing, the increase 
in annual earnings was about 70 per cent, annual wages 
increasing from $682 to $1,159. The largest relative in- 
crease in employee annual earnings occurred in the

bituminous coal mining industry, annual wages went from 
$624 to $1,322, an increase of close to 112 per cent. Earn- 
ings of employees in private building construction in- 
creased about 46 per cent, advancing from $767 to $1,117. 
Earnings of employees in transportation and public util- 
ities inereased from $679 to $959, an increase of 41 per 
cent. Earnings of employees in retail and wholesale trade 
experienced the least relative increase, 31 per cent. Their 
earnings advanced from $652 to only $856. 


Post World War I (1918-1919) 

The relatively greatest gains in annual earnings of em- 
ployees occurred in the nonmanufacturing industries, pri- 
vate building construction, transportation and public util- 
ities and retail and wholesale trade. Earnings of em- 
ployees in bituminous coal mines decreased in this period. 
The relative increases in annual earnings were 17 per cent

September and 25 per cent from October, 1945, but 
for the first 10 months of the year was 20 per cent 
below the same period last year. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were up 10 
per cent in October from September, 24 per cent 
from October, 1945, and for the first 10 months of 
the year were 28 per cent above the same period 
last year. Department store sales dropped 1 per cent 
in October from September, but were 19 per cent 
above October, 1945, and for the first 10 months of 
the year were 29 per cent above last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded dropped 8 per cent in October 
from September but was 81 per cent above October, 
1945, and for the first 9 months of the year was 151 
per cent above last year. For the first 10 months 
of the year residential construction was down 30 per 
cent while non-residential and public works and util- 
ities construction were up 66 per cent and 82 per 
cent, respectively. 

Commodity Prices at wholesale were up 8 per cent 
in October from September, 27 per cent from Octo- 
ber, 1945, and 11 per cent for the first 10 months 
of the year. Retail food prices were up 3 per cent 
in October from September, 29 per cent from Octo- 
ber, 1945, and 11 per cent for the first 10 months of 
the year. Department store prices were up 1 per 
cent in October from September, 4 per cent from 
October, 1945, and 1 per cent for the first 10 months 
of the year.

in the automobile industry, 11 per cent in total manufac- 
turing, 34 per cent in private building construction and 
over 17 per cent in both transportation and public utilities, 
and retail and wholesale trade. Earnings of employees in 
bituminous coal mines decreased 10 per cent, 


Immediate Post World War I Peak and Through (1920- 
1921) 

Annual earnings of employees in general reached an 
immediate post World War I peak in 1920 and experienced 
a sharp slump in 1921. The drop in annual earnings of 
employees in the automobile industry was 21 per cent, in 
total manufacturing, 22 per cent, in bituminous coal min- 
ing, 17 per cent, in private building construction, 16 per 
cent, and in transportation and public utilities, 5 per cent, 
while in retail and wholesale trade, earnings actually in- 
creased slightly more than 2 per cent. In 1920, of the 
industries being investigated here, employee earnings were 
highest in private building construction, $1,762; in the 
automobile industry, $1,727, and third, in bituminous coal 
mining, $1,675. Employees in retail and wholesale trade 
earned the lowest annual wage of $1,214. By the end of 
1921 earnings of employees in private building construc- 


tion had dropped to $1,485, in the automobile industry to 


$1,365, and in coal mining to $1,394. 
Recovery from the Immediate Post World War I Slump 
(1921-1923) 

By 1923 significant recoveries occurred all along the 
line with the exception of wages of employees in trans- 
portation and public utilities. The largest relative increase 
in annual earnings occurred in private building construc- 
tion where the annual wages of employees increased about 
49 per cent; in manufacturing the average increase was 
14 per cent; in bituminous coal mining, about 11 per cent; 
in retail and wholesale trade only fractionally. 

First Four Years World War II Comparable with World 
War I Period (1940-1943) 

By the end of 1943 annual earnings of all employees 
with the exception, perhaps, of office workers were signi- 
ficantly above their 1940 levels. Annual earnings of em- 
ployees in the automobile industry increased from $1,746 
to $2,817, an increase of 61 per cent. Employees in total 
manufacturing earned $1,529 in 1940 and $2,668 in 1943, 
an increase of 65 per cent. The relatively largest increase, 
73 per cent, occurred in the annual earnings of employees 
in bituminous coal mining; their earnings increased from 
$1,175 to $2,033. Earnings of employees in private build- 
ing construction increased from $1,517 to $2,328, an in- 
crease of 53 per cent. An increase of 33 per cent occurred 
in the earnings of employees in transportation and public 
utilities; their wages increased from $1,550 to $2,061. In 
the trade industries, earnings of employees increased from 
$1,079 to $1,420, an increase of 32 per ecnt. The smallest 
relative increase, 20 per cent, occurred in the salaries of 
office employees which advanced from $1,729 to $2,069. 
World War II Period (1940-1945) 

The greatest relative increase during this period oc- 
curred in the annual earnings of employees in bituminous 
coal mining, 120 per cent. The smallest relative increase 
occurred in the annual earnings of office workers, about 
38 per cent. Earnings of employees in manufacturing in- 
dustries increased 65 per cent; in the automobile industry, 
68 per cent; in private building construction, 66 per cent; 
in transportation and public utilities, 48 per cent, and in 
retail and wholesale trade, about 46 per cent. 


Annual wages of coal miners in the first war year, 1940, 
were less than those of employees in the other nonmanu- 
facturing industries, excepting retail and wholesale trade, 
while in the last year of the war, annual wages of coal 
miners were higher than those of employees in the other 
nonmanufacturing industries. 

Average annual earnings of white-collared workers orig- 
inally were more than those of employees in manufacturing, 
in bituminous coal mining, private building construction, 
transportation and public utilities, and retail and whole- 
sale trade but in the last year of the war, white-collared 
(frayed collared) workers earned less than employees in 
manufacturing, in bituminous coal mining, and private 
building construction. 


Post World War II (1945-1946) 

Earnings of employees in manufacturing industries, in 
general, decreased, while those of employees in non-manu- 
facturing industries, with the exception of transportation 
and public utilities, increased. Earnings of employees in 
the automobile industry fell to $2,697, a drop of about 8

per cent; and in total manufacturing, to $2,480, a decrease 
of about 7 per cent. Wages of employees who worked the 
average work week throughout the year in bituminous coal 
mining increased to approximately $3,000, a 16 per cent 
increase. Earnings of employees in retail and wholesale 
trade increased to $1,806, a 15 per cent increase. Office 
workers experienced an increase of 9 per cent in their 
annual earnings which rose to $2,592 while wages of em- 
ployees in transportation and public utilities fell to $2,243, 
a drop of 2 per cent.
